HOW ENGLAND IS GETTING ALONG WITH HER OBSTREP­ 
EROUS ( HILD IRELAND. 


The disorders, amounting almost to Civil War, continue in 
Ireland. 
British officers are killed daily. 
It is very apparent 
that the crisis is so threatening that immediate radical steps for . 
betterment of conditions cannot be long delayed. We sometimes i 
think we have more than our share of disorders in this country, 
but our troubles are only as a drop of water to a bucket full, 
when compared with England’s. 
Let us not add to her per­ 
plexity by “butting in.” Hands off should be our attitude. 
The Irish coercion bill, providing for drastic action by the 
government in an effort to quell the disturbances in Ireland, was 
passed by both houses of parliament and approved by the king. 
By this the government means to cease quibbling with the trou­ 
ble makers in Ireland and bring to an end the reign of terror 
there or know the reason why. 
The Ulsterites have threatened again and again that unless 
they and their property are protected they will take things into 
their own hands and make war on the Sinn Fein in earnest. 
The south of Ireland comprising mainly the Catholic elements 
declares its independence from Great Britain. 
The Protestants 
of the north Ulster refuse to bowT to the rule of the Catholics, and 
call on England to save them from being separated from the 
mother country. 
Premier Lloyd George promises that whatever 
happens Ireland will not be allowed to leave the empire. 
Arms 
and ammunition will continue to be sent to Ireland tor use by the 
troops. Railway men who refuse to handle them, he says, will be 
instantly dismissed. 
The bill has aroused Irish sympathizers to a spirit of frenzy. 
Joseph Devlin, nationalist member from Belfast, created such a 
disturbance in the house of commons when the bill was being con­ 
sidered that he was suspended. 
Alexander Carlisle, another na­ 
tive of Belfast, solemnly gave warning in the house of lords that 
England and not Ireland would be the one to suffer from the new 
law. 
T. P. O’Connor, president of the United Irish League of 
Great Britain, assailed the law as “the worst coercion act ever 
proposed in the British parliament” 
or in any country 
in the 
modern world.

Peace should have been an accomplished fact within a few days 
after the armistice of November ll, 1918.

inextricably interwoven 
with the peace treaty and 
that the world should take both or neither. 
His intentions were 
the very best; his league plan is highly ideal and noble, but the 
world was not ready for it.—The Pathfinder, Washington, D. C.

baseball 
clubs recently started an anti-Mays 
campaign, they 
started 
something 
that will meet with the indorsement 
of practically every American league 
baseball player. 
Ever since Maya has been in the 
American league he has had 
the 
reputation 
of being a "bean ball’’ 
pitcher. In other words, it was alleg­ 
ed he would let drive with a pitched 
ball that was calculated to make the 
batsman dodge. 
Against some pitchers 
who 
are 
noted for their control, the batsmen 
will stand close to the plate and even 
take a step or two forward in an ef­ 
fort to hit the ball before the curve 
breaks. Mays is one of a group of, 
pitchers who always has worked to 
prevent any such familiarity with his 
offerings. 
He ha® worked on the theory that 
if now and then he threw a swift 
hall close to the batter, the batsman 
would be cautious as to how close to 
the plate he stood and the farther 
the batter stood from the plate the 
easier it would be for a pitcher to re­ 
tire him by throw ing the balls on 
the outsire. 
T h a t’s why 
several 
pitchers have resorted to the ‘bean 
ball.” 
W alter Johnson once was asked 


why ho did not use the 
"beaner” , 
occasionally. His reply was: 
"If I hit a hatter on the head. I. 
might, kill him.” 
Carl Maya entered the league In j 
1915. He hit five 
batsmen 
that 
year. The following season, he hit* 
nine. He led the league pitchers *in 
that rspect in 1917 by hitting four­ 
teen. He was second in 1918 when he! 
hit eleven and second in 1919 when; 
he struck ten. This year he struck six j 
batsmen. Jamieson, 
Johnson 
and j 
Chapman of the Indians, Pitcher Bam I 
Jones pf the Red Sox. Harold Shanks 
of W ashington and Catcher Severed 
of St. Louis. Cleveland thus provided 
three or half his victims. During his 
six years as an American league pitch, 
er he has hit fifty-five batsmen. 
W hether he uses the "bean ball* 
Intentionally Carl Mays has used hi* 
famous underhand ball of- which he 
apparently has not sufficient con­ 
trol. It is a dagnerous offering as is 
shown by the tragic death of Chap­ 
man.
